Searred by storm and tire, it 
has lost much of its old-time grandeur: 
but the great natural forees of its being 
are still instinet with life and motion, 
Richly endowed with plant vitality, it 
isto be hoped it may yet round out an- 
other full century of time. Every page 
of its life history is) replete with wun- 
written memories of faeces, forms, and 
heart histories, “and days o° lang syne.” 
According to family tradition, this elm 
has attained its one hundred and twent- 
ieth anniversary since its transition to 
the present site, hence enjoys the dis- 
tinetion of being a landmark of the Isth 
century. The colossal trunk measures 
eighteen feet in circumference, two feet 
above the extreme base.

was exemplified Sunday” afternosi 
when memorial exercises were hed in 
the Opera house. Tne stage cou.d ac- 
commoedate no more, and in tLe auai- 
torium not only were all the seats occu- 
pied, but the aisles were crowded wta 
eager and interested listeners, 

The simplicity of tne exercises was 
solemniy impressive. In tse cen.er of 


the rostrum and against the lecun 
leaned a draped picture of the lace 


Queen Victoria, queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and empress of India. No 
display of England's colors was to be 
seen, no other drapings were in evi- 
dence. The exercises were very simple 
but solemn and profouncly impressive. 
The dead queen was beautifuily eu o- 
gized by Rev. Nathan Bailey of Me- 
thuen, and her goodness and wor.h set 
forth in forcible and e'egant language. 

Seated on the platform in the front 
row were Rev. Wil.iam E. Gibbs, D. D., 
who presided at the so'emn exercises;

In the 
twinkling of an eye Montreal puts on 
her garb of mourning.

To get the full significance of 
what the reign of Queen Victoria has 
meant to the World we must glance at 
con itions existing when she ascenved 
the throne. 

The saucent of lish history, e@s- 
pecially that whieh ites to the past 
century will recall the fact thaT when 
Queen Victersa ascended the throne 
England was seething with revoluticn- 


ary discentent. Grave and earnest men, 
men not given to exaggeration were cf 
the prefeund convietion that had Vic- 
toria died befere ascending the threne, 
and had her uncle, the Duke of ,Cum- 
berland suecee’ed to the throne on the 
death of William IV., ‘no earthly pow- 
er could have averted a revolution.” 

There were various causes entering 
in‘o and fomenting this spirit «f dis- 
contént, Certain reforms had Jong 
been clamoring for. recognition. These 
reform movements had been opposed 
by the ruling monarchs. There was the 
demand for the repeal of the obnoxious 
corn-laws. The call for an extension of 
the right of franchise, with. the -repeal 
of the odious Combination laws.

There is no other 
country wher free speech has more fat- 
itude than in ‘England, and yet in tne 
early years of Queen Victoria’s reign 


.men were imprisoned for no other rea- 


son than daring to adaress their feliow 
men on political matters under the can- 
upy of heaven. 


I have not the time to dwell on.the 
changes that have come over the sv- 
c.al and moral life of Great Britain. 
Yet these have been just as marked 
as in the industrial world. 

How much Queen Victoria has had to 
do with these changes, changes that 
have been brought about by dJegisla- 
tive enactment, history alone will re- 
veal. That she has proved an apt scho- 
jar in the “school of state craft’ wiil 
be amply proved when the furces which 


have been at work behind: the po- 
litical events during the past sixty 
years are revealed. It wiil ba 


“found that for smooth working of the 
constitutional machinery the nation is 
indebted to no one more than Queen 
Victoria.” 

At'the very beginning of her reign, 
Lord Melbourne, then premier, apoli- 
gized for the frequent demands» whicn 
he found necessary to make upon he 
time, in connection with the business 
cf state. “To his apology Queen Viciv- 
ria replied: ‘My Lord, it is but a 
change of occupation. I have not lived 
a life of leisure,-and, as you know, it 
is not long since I left off by daily 
lessons.” 

“It has been asserted by a writer of 
a certain ciass,’’ says W. T. Stead, 
“that the Queen of Engiand has little 
or no influence in the legislation and 
politics of the mnation.’’ Justin Me- 
Carthy writing some time since on the 
political influence of the Queen, said: 
“Queen Victoria signs no state docu- 
ments which has not ben carefully 
studied and completel understood and 
which she does not regard as entitled 
to her approval. She takes nothing for 
granted, and never affixes: her name t9 
any state paper on the mere assurance 
of her ministers that they have studied 
the subject and are in a position to 
tell her what she ought to do. She has 
to be convinced that the course recom- 
mended to her is the right course for 
her to pursue, before she can be pre- 
vailed upon to give it the sanction of 
her authority.” 


One of the first acts to receive th? 
royal assent was an act to abolish the 
pillory. Certainly an auspicious open- 
ing for a humane and glorious reign. 

When Queen Victoria ascended the 
throne it was the duty of the reigning 
monarch to sign the death warrant of 
all criminals sentenced to receive the 
extreme penalty of the law. This her 
humane heart coul@ont permit her 
hand to do. So steadfastly cid she re- 
fuse to do this, that at last she was 
relieved of the responsibility by act of 
Parliament. 

From the very beginning of her reign 
the Queen placed herself on the side of 
social and moral progress, and so 
“Her court was pure; her life serene; 

God gave her peace; her land reposed; 
A thousand claims to reverance close | 
In her as Mother, Wife an! Queen. 
“And Statesmen at her council met

But Queen Victoria will live in histo- 
ry because of the sweetness and purity 
of her domestic life, because in that 
life she exemplifiei the meaning of 
true womanhood. 

What a beautiful picture is that 
which comes before us when the proc- 
lamation had ben heralded fourth that 
Victoria was “Queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and Defender of th? 
Faith.” Overcome with a sense of aw- 
ful responsibility thus thrust upon her 
she turned and throwing her arms 
about her mother’s neck wept upon her 
bosom. She loved her mother with an 
intensity that did not wane long

as that mother was on earth to receive 
its expresison. 
Her humility revealed itself in that 


thoughtful act when her uncle of Sux- 
sex, Was about to kneel and take the 
cath of allegiance. Playfully but reso- 
luteiy she stopped him, saying: ‘‘Do not 


kneel unc'e, for I am stiil Victoria, 
your niece,” 
In her domestic life she reached a 


high pace. On that 1 fe f r more than 
sixty years the gaze of the worid Na 
been centered. But even “flerce 1 gat 
that beats upon a throne, and biackens 
every blot,” failed to reveal anything 
that can possibiy detract from her chief 
glory as wife and mother. In the puri- 
ty of her life, in her devotion of wife, 
and in the tender affection of mother 
she has been an example worthy of im- 
jitation. Mr. Giadstone has left on re- 
‘ord this simple statement which 
throws a flo.d cf light on the ‘married 
life of the Queen,—“‘Even amcng hapry 
marriages her marriage was excep i n- 


al. So near did the union of twovhear’s 
and actions both fulfill the ideal, and 
bring duality near to tre borders of 
identity.” Queen Victorla , was not 
Without some of the infirmities which 
pertain to royalty, but she was free 


from the vices which character zed her 


predece:sors. Her l.fe was that of an 
earnest Christian woman, ‘fcon:cicus of 
the ‘sérious respons.bilities that.devel- 
ved upon be®, aml anxious net to fail 
in any duty. pubsic or personal that 


rer lot imposed. 

Perd. mestie life was permeated with 
a deep sense of the religious ob.igation

With the new building that is . now 
being built at Salisbury beach,-its ele- 
gant line of seacoast,.its facilities for 
bathing and the many ways in which 
the public can reach the famous resort, 
it will rank foremost among the beach- 
es on the North Shore, 

The beach has been in want of such 
a building as is now being erected, for 
along time. It will be a modern struct- 
ure and artistically built. The plans 
were drawn by C, Willis Damon of Ha- 
verhill the Well known architect who 
has put much work into the plans and 
has made it a handsome building, 

The new hotel will be 167 feet 10 
inches long and 82 feet wide and two 
and one half stories high. 

It commences at the dummy track 
and extends up as far as the Cushing 
to which it will be added. 

An archway will be left between both 
buildings to allow an entrance to the 
north side of the Cushing, It is under- 
stood of course that the new part now 
being built is an addition to the Cush- 
ing and will bear the same name. 

On the ground floor there will be six 
stores besides the bakery and the bowl- 
ing alley, the former will be located 
in the west end of the building near the 
car station while the bowling alley wiil 
be in the east. 

The alleys will be four in number each 

63 feet long. A small store will be in 
the front. There will be two entrances 
to the alleys, one through the sfore and 
the other in the archway where the 
buildings are connected. There will be 
toilet rooms in the rear and every pub- 
lic convenience necessary. Already 
there has been several applicants for 
the alleys as well as the bakery. The 
other store wiil be utilized for a photo- 
graph studio, drug store, confectionary, 
fruit, etc. However none of these have 
been let. 

A large veranda will be built around 
the building, the walk on the front be- 
ing 27 feet wide and off the side facing 
the car station 21 feet. 

The front is the side facing the 
driveway as you come into the beach. 

This veranda will lead to the Casino 
or Convention hall which is in the rear 
of the new building. 

The Casino will be an accommodation 
for those who wish to eat their lunch 
and keep from being under the rays of 
the burning sun; this building was 
needed as much as any in particular for 
the above reason, as a stranger visiting 
the beach had only the. choice of sitting 
on the veranda of the Cushing or on 
the sand, and this convénience will be 
a great inducement to draw more peo- 
ple to this favorite beach. 

On the second floor of the new build- 
ing there will be sleeping apartments 
and a private dance hall; the latter 
will be just over the bowling alley and 
will be 36 feet long and 25 feet, 4 inches 
wide. This will be used for private 
dancing parties only. The sleeping 
rooms which will number 30 are to be 
12 feet by 1 feet 6 inches, and will be 
right up to date as regards convenience. 

The rooms will be large and airy, tne 
halfways are wide and the staircases 
conveniently. constructed, 

The third floor will be used as_ the 
sleeping rooms for the servants and wil! 
be 14 in number. ‘A fire escape will be 
placed on the rear of the house. 

The front will have three large singie 
dormer windows and two double ones. 

On the top of the west end is a very 
prettily designed octagon window look- 
ing in all directions.

‘THE TROUBLE WITH PUNCHARD. 


The Townsman called attention to the Punchard Free School in its last 
week’s issue and stated that ° 

“the only high school which is provided for the children of 
the town, is of a standard a long way lower than that which 
is maintained in the public schools which prepare for it. 
The youth of Andover are very serious sufferers from this 
condition, and the voters of the town are responsible for it. 
Until the voters awaken to their responsibility there can be 
no remedy for those who are being imperféctly and 
partially instructed in this apology for a high school train- 
ing.” , 

In that statement there was no thought of charging any person in any 
way connected with the school, with any remissness in work, or incompetency 
for the position held. If such charges should have foundation in fact the edi- 
tor of the Townsman does not consider it wise nor expedient to bring them 
before the public for consideration. They can be adjusted only by the Board 
of Trustees who control the school, and to them alone can they be properly 
made. F 

But we did mean to indict in no uncertain terms, the training which is 
being given to the high school students of Andover. We meant to charge 
that it is incomplete and imperfect, and not up to the standard which the citi- 
zens of the town should maintain, and which the school reputation of the town 
of Andover demands for this very important highest branch of its public edu- 
cation. It is incomplete in the number of studies which are taught, and in 
the instruction it fails to provide in many very important branches of high 
school instruction. It is imperfect because of the attempt made by a few 
teachers to give instruction in a wide range of subjects, with some of which 
they are known to be more or less unfamiliar, and to almost none of which 
they can possibly, owing to such a multiplicity of demands, give the care 
which would produce the best possible results. 

The third charge, of its failure to reach the standard set by the town public 
schools, rests upon the two first named charges. We believe the public 
schools have kept up with the onward march in educational work ; we doubt 
if a person lives in Andover who would be bold enough to claim that Punchard 
High school had in the slightest degree done so. 

The claim is made by the authorities at Punchard that the only test to be 
made of a high school’s work, is the test of graduates into college. If this 
were so, Which we do not allow, it should be taken into account that there 
are many circumstances surrounding Punchard students which make it the 
easy and natural thing for many of them to strive for a college fitting, and 
desire to go to college. The very air of the town breathes into the nostrils of 
the ambitious Andover boy, a wish to go to college, but we think we make not 
a too strong statement if we claim that no student at Punchard for many 
years has fitted for a college without some special instruction outside the regu- 
lar course. 

But there is a large majority of the students at Punchard, who finish their 
studies the day they graduate. They go from there into the active work of 
life. They have no other fitting than that which they receive there. Leading 
educators the country over are recognizing that. the world demands some boys 
and girls, some men and women who have not had a college education. The 
work of life is not all done by lawyers and doctors, teachers and ministers ; 
there are many mechanics, many artisans in all branches of industry, many 
nurses, Stenographers, housekeepers, many bookkeepers, clerks, and bankers, 
and a few unfortunate editors. 

None of the above named classes needs Greek save for the early drill, but 
every one of them needs, bookkeeping and penmanship, writing and drawing 
and music, and a large proportion of them need manual training in one 
branch or another, AND PUNCHARD DOES NOT SUPPLY 

A SINGLE ONE OF THESE NEEDS. 


There are two particular classes in Andover to whom this discussion of 


the Punchard school will not be pleasing. The first class will be the loyal old 
graduates whose memory is of days long ago when the demands were fewer 
andethe service better. The second class has no children to consider, or if he 
has children, and still thinks Punchard is all right, he will be found to have 
money enough to buy academic training for his children and will consider any 
instruction good enough for his less fortunate neighbor's children, if only his 
tax levy is lessened. 

It would be a profitless task to try to convince either of these classes that 
Punchard is not all right. But in the interest of the great middle class of citi- 
zens, those to whom every day of schooling for their children means the 
sweat of a day's labor, the question which we have raised is a vital one, The 
taxpayers of Andover owe it to these citizens, whether they wish to grant it 
or not, that their childrep shall) be trained for the very best citizenship 
possible. The high school is just as much a part of the public free school 
system as is the kindergarten or the primary department and it is not fair for 
the citizens of Andover to longer allow it to be remiss in filling the demands 
of the day. 

How Can Punchard be Improved? 

The Key to the whole answer to this question is the one word, “money.” 
Money to provide more teachers for new studies, and money to strengthen 
present departinents admitted even by the trustees to be weak. Money to 
broaden the course, money to pay such. salaries as shall command just as good 
teaching talent as is found in Massachusetts; to pay ample running expenses, 
to provide new apparatus, to thake a school that shall be a complete and 
worthy windup to Andoyer’s public school system, and not leave it as it is 
now, a makeshift through which taxpayers are saved a dollar a thousand 
annual expense. 

The problem is not) eas¥ to raise this money, and use it in conjunction 
with the present fund, but it is not a problem incapable of solution if each 
citizen who ought to be interested, will.take hold loyally and do his part. 
We have taken up the question because we believe it to be the most important 
question in our public life today. If the trustees of the school, through 
jealousy of theirrights, persist in’ being blind to the faults of the school, a 
combination of town taxes and Punchard funds may be found impossible, and 
the entire burden of a proper high school would come upon the town. But 
we look to see better judgment prevail and to see trustees and citizens unite 
ina hearty and determined effort to make the school worthy of the man who 
originally provided amply for its work, and of the town which stands above all 
else for the best education of every child in its midst. 


We withhold any extended com- 
ment on the communication of — the 
visiting committee of Punchard Free 
Sehool until another week.

Mr. Morgan graduated from the acad- 
emy in 188) and from Harvard in 1893. 
He isthe son of Henry A. Morgan of 
Aurora, N. Y., whois trustee and treas- 
urer of Wells College and the Auburn 
Theological Seminary. After gradu- 
ating le connected himself with the N. 
Y. Central & Hudson River, R. R., and 
was in charge of the development of the 
model industrial, town of Depew in 
western New York.

C. A. buildings established by ‘Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt along the road from 
New York to Buffalo...

Both men are about 30 years old. One 
isa graduate of Andover and Yale; one 
a graduate of Andover and Harvard, 
One isa Presbyterian; one a Congrega- 
tionalist. One a member of K. O, A. 
oneof P. A. E. As trustees they will 
have charge of not only the interests of 
Phillips academy, but also of the Ando- 
ver Theological seminary. The students 
and the younger alumni will take pleas- 
ure in the election of the two men as 
they have in the election of James 
Hardy Ropes. Mr. Morgan is the first

THE PUNCHARD SCHOOL, 


Communrcations from the Trustees Com- 
mittee, and the Alumni Association. 


To the Edituv of the Townsman: 

Dear Sir:—In an editorial in last 
week’s ‘Townsman attention is called to 
the small attendance at the recent meet- 
ing ot the Punchard Alumni Association, 
and this is connected with “the present 
very. unsatisfactory condition of the 
school itself.” ‘The editorial continues: 
“Gloss it over as one will, the fact re- 
mains that the public high school of 
Andover, the only high school which is 
provided for the children of the town, is 
of a standard a !ong way lower than that 
which is maintained in the public schools 
which prepare for it.” 

We are glad that the excellent work 
done in the schools under the charge of 
the School Superintendent is appreciated 
and made a standard of demand. But 
we cannot but think that the editorial is 
mistaken in assuming that the Punchard 
school is in an unsatisfactory condition 
and in asserting that its standard is far 
lower than, that of the public schools. 
‘Yo apply a just test which shall show at 
onee the condition of a. school, is not 
easy. ‘lhe. question to be answered is, 
“Does the sehool do its work?” In en- 
deavoring to form an opinion in regard 
to the Punchard school, it may be of 
help to see how it is regarded by the 
people of Andover in general, by the in- 
stitutions which receive its scholars, and 
by the scholars themselves. 

That the people of Andover feel no 
less confidence in the Punchard school 
than formerly would seem to be shown 
by the fact that they send their children 
to it not merely in increasing numbers 
but in increasing proportion. Thus in 
1880 the population of Andover was 5160 
and the enrollment of the Punchard 
school 72. In 1890 the population was 
6148 and the enrollment 82; that is, the 
population lad increased a little less 
than 19 per cent., and the attendance a 
little less than 14 percent. In 1900 the 
population was 6813 and the enrollment 
101, an increase in population of a little 
less than 10 per cent. on the previous 
decade and in attendance of-over 23-per 
cent. Again, the smallest enrollment in 
any year in the decade from 1860-70 was 
57; from 1870-80, 58; 1880-90, 55; 1890- 
1900, 80. The largest enrollment in the 
same decades was, 1860-70, 07; 1870-80, 
86; 1880-00, 83; 1890-1900, 126. ‘The 
average yearly enrollment in these four 
decades was, in the first,. 70.1; in the 
second, 70.2; in the third, 70.0; in the 
fourth, 102, These figures would seem 
to show that the popular confidence in 
the Punchard scliool is by no means 
diminishing. 

There is a curious fact to be noted in 
the history of the school; and that is, 
that the attendance fluctuates with a 
certain regularity, having ten years as 
its approximate period. For four or 
five years the numbers increase, and 
then for four or five years diminish. The 
maximum is reached about the middle 
of each decade. ‘Thus the maximum for 
the decade 1870-80, which was 86, was 
reached in the year 1874-5; the maxi- 
mum _ for 1880-00, which was 83, was 
reached in 1883-4; the maximum for 
1890-1900, which was 126, was reached in 
1808-4. It will be noted that the maxi- 
mum of the decade just past was by far 
the largest in the history of the school. 

A test which is: perhaps better be 
cause embodying expert opinion, is the 
position which the school occupies with 
reference to the colleges and other insti- 
tutions receiving its scholars after grac- 
uation. Of these the following have suf- 
ficient confidence inthe Punehard school 
to admit its graduates on certificate with- 
out examination: Wellesley, Smith, Mt. 
Holyoke, Boston University, Oberlin, 
Tufts, Colby, Dartmouth. All the Nor- 
mal schools, the Institute of Technology, 
Yale and Harvard, accept no certificates 
from any preparatory school, but require 
examination from all applicants. We 
are, therefore, in case of all the institu- 
tions above mentioned, in what might 
be diplomatically called the most-favored 
nation clause. The number of scholars 
who enter higher institutions has not 
been declining during the last ten years. 
The present college preparatory course 
was introduced in Sept., 1886. Before 
that, for a considerable number of years, 
no course of study was provided for 
pupils who wished to go to college. 
Some did enter from the Punechard 
school; but a part of their preparation 
was by tutoring and private instruction 
outside of the course and the school. 
Twenty-five years and more ago scholars 
entered college directly from the Pun- 
chardschool. Exact data of these earlier 
years for comparison in regard to entrance 
to collegeare not at hand. The following 
table, however, will show the number 
entering a Normal school, a college, or 
the Institute of Technology, in the last 
decade;

It will be noticed that in the last five 
years of the decade nearly a third more 
entered higher institutions than in the 
first five years; and it is to be remem- 
bered that the requirements for entrance 
to all the higher institutions have been 
steadily rising. It may be safely esti- 
mated that froma third to a half more 
is required in any higher institution 
than was the case thirty years ago. Of 
the pupils of the Punchard school who 
have entered college in the last ten 
years only two have been conditioned. 
It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection some opinions of the Punchard 


school held by those whose position 
gives weight to their utterances. ‘The 


State Normal school of Lowell draws its 
pupils from many surrounding towns, 
and especially from Lowell and Law- 
rence, which have ample resources. Mr. 
F. F. Coburn, its head-master, writes to 
one of us, under date of Feb. 5, 1901: ‘1 
would say that the scholars coming from 
the Punchard school show a training and 
preparation above the average.’ Mr. 
George T. Eaton, head of the mathemat- 
ical department of Phillips academy, 
said that he was perfectly satisfied with 
the training his daughter received there; 
if not, he should not send her. 

The best proofs of the good quality of 
the instruction given in the.school, how- 
ever, cannot be briefly stated, for it re- 
quires technical knowledge to observe 
and appreciate them. They consist in 
improvements in the method of teaching, 
by which passive reception is replaced 
by creative work; so that the mind, in- 
stead of being only a receptacle for what 
is poured into it, becomes active and 
originating. History, for example, is 
now studied in the Punchard school not, 
as formerly, by committing to memory 
the substance of a certain number of

pages of a textbook, but. by personal 
investigation.on the part of the pupil in- 
to a period or a subject, together with 
direction by lectures and with collateral 
reading. Original demonstration is now 
required for almost all the propositions 
in geometry, instead of being, as former- 
ly, a rare and meritorious performance 
on the part of the pupil. The improve- 
ment in recent education may be said to 
consist in aiming not so much to impart 
a knowledge of facts as to develop 
powers. And this aim is appreherided 
at the Punchard school and the methods 
followed are in line with it. 

The opinion of the pupils of a school 
as to its merits is not always conclusive; 
but it is ahways worth careful consider- 
ation, since, however. immature their 
judgment may be, they have’ better op- 
portunities for observation than any 
other persons. It is, therefore, with 
gratification that we learned that the 
pupils of the Punchard school called a 
meeting last Monday to consider the 
editorial in last week’s Townsman. The 
meeting was uot prompted by the teach- 
exs. The pupils declared themselves in- 
dignant at the editorial and aggrieved by 
it, and drew up a remoystrance, of whose 
contents you, sir, are’ doubtless better 
qualified to speak than’we, since it was 
addressed and forwarded to you, while we 
have not seenit. We understand that it 
contained a protest against the assertion 
that the standard of instruction in the 
Punchard school is inferior to that of 
the other schools, and a request for an 
apology to the teachers of the high 
school, who had, in the opinion of the 
remonstrants, been deeply wronged. 
‘This was signed by every pupil present 
at school that day. It must be borne in 
mind that the signers are not only mem- 
bers of the school under criticism, but 
they have all been members of the sckools 
held up as a standard. Such a spon- 
taneous and unanimous testimony on the 
part of those who have had double ex- 
perience of the matter to which they 
testify, cannot be set aside without 
weight. . For ourselves, we welcome it as 
contirming the belief we have held, that 
the Punchard Free school is not un- 
worthy of its place in the system of And- 
over schools,

We beg to call your attention to 
certain errors and mis-statements in an 
article in your paper, under date of Feb. 
1, 1901, entitled, The Punchard School. 
The article states in substance, referring 
to the Puncharid) Alumni association, 
that an occasion formerly attracting 
hundreds, now attracts but tens, this re- 
ferring to the anncal meeting of the as- 
sociation, Jan, 25th last. The facts in 
the matter areas follows. During an ex- 
istence of say eleven years, the associa- 
tion has held but three business meet- 
ings which were larger than that of Jan. 
25th. » This meeting then, may pro} erly 
be called an average one. 

When this association was organized, 
and for a number of years after, it was 
the policy of the cOmmittee to extend 
somewhat the scope of the mid-winter 
gathering by providing more elaborate 
entertainments, and by issuing a large 
Tumber of special invitations, and on one 
or twp occasions a very general invita- 
tion to the people of Andover. This 
policy resulted in a much larger attend- 
ance, the largest as we remember it, 
being one hundred and eighty-eight, not 
“hundreds.” 

Undoubtedly the policy was a wise one 
when the chief aim of the association 
was to increase its menibership. Now 
however, with its large membership and 
stronger position, it seems best to devote 
the money and energy to other uses. 

The meeting of Jan. 25th was called to 


the attention of the members by the 
usual postal card only and by casual 
notice in your paper. It is manifestly 


unfair, therefore, to draw comparisons 
between the meeting of the 25th and 
those of tormer years, without stating 
fully the circumstances governing both. 
These conditions as we have stated them 
are very generally understood by our 
resident members and by many other 
people, but people generally will get a 
very wrong impression of our association 
by reading your article, and we request 
therefore, that by calling your attent’on 
to the probable inadvertence, we nay 
secure your prompt correction of tle 
same,

BOSTON, Feb. 5— The closing hours 
in the House yesterday afternoon was 
devoted to a tribute to Chief Justice 
John Marshall. : 

Resolutions were presente! by Mr. 
Fall of Malden, and addresses wer? 
made by Messrs. Fall of Malden, Frost 
of Lawrence, Odlin of Lynn, C. 8S. Suii- 
van of Boston and Schofield of Mal- 
den. 

The resolutions were ajopted by a 
rising vote, and then, as a further maik 
of respect, the house adjourned, 

Mr. Gale of Natick petitioned for a 
law which should deciare that nothing 
in the so-called Sunday law shall be 
held to prohibit on the Lord’s day 
“such quiet and harmiess recreation or 
sport not otherwise forbidden by law, 
as dves not trespass upon pr.vate rights 
or Cisturb the public peace or ,pubiic 
worship.” 

tev. Dr. L. B. Bates and others peti- 
tioned for legisiation to provide thai 
when a criminal is sentenced to be im- 
prisoned, the term for which he is sen- 


tenced shall be held to begin on the 
date when he was committed to jail 
or a house of correction prior to and 
pending the trial at which Fe was sen- 
tenced. 


The mayor of Medford petitioned for 
an act to require the Mitdlesex county 
commissioners to build a_ bridge be- 
tween Somerville and*Medford, near the 
present Mildlesex av. bridge, over the 
Mystic river, 60ft. in width and with a 
draw 40ft. wide, at'a cost not exceeding 
$150,000, and to be paid for by the cities 
of Medford, Malden Somerville, Everett 
Chelsea and Melrose, and by the towns 
of Wakefield Stoneham and Reading, in 
such proportions as a special commis- 
sion to be appointed shall determine, 

Mr. Dowse of Malden presented a bill 
to prevent wilful misrepresentation of 
the circulation of newspapers and pert- 
odicals, which reads as follows: “Every 
proprietor of any newspaper or periodi- 
cal who shall wilfully or knowingly 
misrepresent the circulation of such 
newspaper or periodical for the pur- 
pose of securing advertising or othec 
patronage ¢hall be Ceemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor.” 

Mr. Albee of Boston presented a peti- 
tion and bill to require the au iter ts 
report annually te the general court a 
list of all persons regularly employed 
for a week or more during the preced- 
ing year by any board, commission, 
agent or person acting for the state, to- 
gether with the place of residence, na- 
ture of employment, its duration, and 
the salary or other compensation of 
each person so employed. 

Patrick H. Bradley petitioned for a 
law to require the Boston etevated rail- 
way company to establish a_ transfer 
station at the conjunction of Hanover 
and Washington streets, where trans- 
fer checks may be obtained by passen- 
gers arriving on a car of any route for 
transportation without further charge 
on a car of a different route. 

Mr. Albee of Boston presented a petli- 
tion and bill to provide’ for keeping 
open on the Lord’s day, between 7 a. m., 
and 12 noon, barber shops situated on 
the premises of licensed innholders in 
Boston. 

Mr. Russe‘l of Boston presented a bill 
for the improvement of the State House 
grounds.

than 30 rooms fitted for the accommo- 
dation of lodgers. 

The House refused the amendments, 
and upon a roticall vote the order was 
adopted, 189 to 46. 

The other matter was the bill of Rep- 
rescntative Buswell of Methuen to 
abolish the limitation on the number of 
licenses which a city or town may is- 
sue. The committee on liquor law re- 
ported leave to withdraw, but Mr. Bus- 
well moved the substitution of the bill 
for the committee report. 

Mr. Walsh of Clinton favored substl- 
tution because, he said, he was opposed 
to a monopoly in any business, and 
especially in the liquor business. He 
was supported by Messrs. Nightingale 
of Fall River, Francis of New Bedford, 
Reed of Taunton, Donahue of Fall 
River and Frost of Lawrence. Those 
who opposed substitution were Messrs. 
Keith of Brockton, Bleiler of Boston, 
Cook of Leominster, Donovan of Cam- 
bridge, Googins of Cambridge, Adams 
of Meirose and Newton of Everett.
